The summary with Iraw- 
al i f diplomatic intercourse from Lord 
Si k"ille annoyed Lord Salisbury, aud 
caused bitn to refrain from sending 
another embnssador to our land. Mr, 
Phelpn, in turn, proposes to turn bis 
back on Great BriUin, and IfaTt onr 
affairs in charge of a subordinate. At 
the present juncture, when there seems 
a gr*ve unniinderi.tanding between onr 
country and Germany about Ihe Sa- 
rooau Inlands, it seems unfortunate that 
Great Britain has not a minister resi- 
dent at Washington with (nil powers. 
Great Britain, Germany aud the United 
States, bava a treaty guaranteeing the 
independence of tb* Navigators' '. 
lands, and the former country should 
join with as in effective protests against 
German aggression.

•ea of diplomacy is tbe Ha}tmn matter 
Disorder prevails in U»yti, and then 
seems no responsible government there, 
The trouble connected with the seizure 
of the Haytian Bepnblio seems cot to 
be satisfnciorially settled.
